“I regret that much misapprehension 
has arisen over the new law owing to 
the very meager reports heretofore re­ 
ceived concerning it, 
It is a measure 
which will stand the closest scrutiny, 
and I am very desirous that the Ameri­ 
can people should look into it with care, 
studying it and comparing it vith other 
constitutional 
methods of governing 
colonies. 
Such study, I am sure, will 
f«lly vindicate the law and commend it 
to the people of this country. 
“ As a matter cd fact the new plan is a 
complete realization of the policy and 
platforms of the autonomist party dar­ 
ing the last 20 fears. 
The cid plan of 
autonomy gave to Caba an advisory 
body. 
It did not have final authority in 
making laws, but merely advised as to 
those laws. 
Now, however, the new 
law propose* to give Caba a parliament­ 
ary body of full lawmaking power. 
This legislative power is as great as 
that enjoyed by Calinda. 
This is readily 
demonstrated by comparing the plan of 
the law with that of the British North 
American act of ISR? which establishes 
the present parliamentary system of 
Canada. 
According to the Canadian 
law, parliament consists of two bodies. 
The upper house is appointed by the 
crown, each member holding a life 
tenure, with a qualification that no 
member is eligible unless he bas an in­ 
come of $4.t01. 
“instead cd the crown appointing all 
of the upper house of Cuba. as in Can­ 
ada the Spanish crown is to appoint 
coly ona half the members. 
The other 
bait mc to be elected by the people of 
Cuba every five years. There is a $1,000 
property qualification for membership 
of tin- upper house. 
There is a $2,500 
property qualification for members of 
the lower house in Canada aud also a 
qualification as to those who may vote 
for such member*. 
But in tho new 
plan for Cuba there is no property qual­ 
ification as to the electors, 
It is one 
man. erne vote, the same be he black or 
white. 
“The insular parliament will form its 
own tariff, fixing both import and ex­ 
port duties. 
The home government, bv 
gather with the insular government, 
will make a schedule of such peninsular 
aud insular products as by common 
agreement shall enjoy a preferential 
duty over similar foreign 
products, 
which in no eas* shall exceed SS per 
cent. 
In case of disagreement in the 
preparation of said schedule the point in 
dispute shall be submitted to a commit­ 
tee of members of the oortes, consisting 
of an equal number of peninsulars and 
Cubans.

In many places it was almost cyclonic 
in its violence, aud the long list of dis­ 
asters includes a large loss of life, mauy 
wrecks of la: ge vessels aud tho loss of 
•cores, if not hundred-, of smaller craft, 
with serious damage to property ashore 
at mauy important towns. In the north 
tho wind was accompanied by blinding 
snow bud hail that hid the lights and 
immensely increased the difficulties of 
navigation. 
Many ships are known to 
have foundered, in most cases, it is 
feared, with all on board. 
Scarcely a town on the coast lias es­ 
caped without more or less injury, fall­ 
ing Walls and flying debrie adding to 
the loss of life. 
Then nave been rocket aud lifeboat 
rescues without number. 
Stories of 
thrilling escapes come from all points. 
On the Norfolk coast, between Bacton 
aud Happisburg five vessels us yet un­ 
identified, w ent down and the crews of 
all perished.

“I regret that much misapprehension 
has arisen over the new law owing to 
the very meager reports heretofore re* 
ceived concerning it. 
It is a measure 
which w ill stand the closest scrutiny, 
and I am very desirous that the Ameri­ 
can people should look into it with care, 
studying it and comparing it vith other 
constitutional 
methods of governing 
colonies. 
Such study, I am sot-, will 
fwliy vindicate th- law aud commend it 
to the people of this country. 
“ As a matter of fact the new plan is a 
complete realization of the pulley and 
platforms of the autonomist party dur­ 
ing the last 20 years. 
The old plan of 
autonomy gave to Cuba an advisory 
body. 
It did not have final ant hom y in 
making laws, bnf merely advised as to 
those laws. 
Now. however, the new 
law proposes to give Caba a parliament­ 
ary body of full lawmaking power 
This legislative power is as great as 
that enjoyed by Canalla. 
This is readily 
demonstrated by comparing the plan of 
the law with that of the British North 
American act of 1807 which establishes 
the present parliamentary system of 
t amula 
According to the Canadian 
law, parliament consist# of thro bodies. 
The upper house is appointed by the 
crown, each member holding a life 
tenure, with a qualification that no 
member is eligible unless he bas an in­ 
come of $4,kO I. 
“ Instead of the crown Appointing all 
of lite upper house of Cuba, a# in Ca n­ 
ada. the 8 porn sh crown is to app nut 
only ems half the members. 
The other 
bait are to be elected by the pc »ple of 
Onba every five year*.

There is a #.\5UU 
property qualification for members of

In many places it was almost cyclonic 
in its violence, aud the loug list of dis­ 
asters includes a large lo sa of life, tnauy 
wrecks of lit ge vessels aud the loss of 
•cores, if not hundreds, of smaller craft, 
with serious ria mage to property ashore 
at many important towns. In the north 
th© wind was accompanied by blinding 
snow bud hail that hid the lights and 
immensely iuci eased the difficulties of 
navigated*. 
Many ships are known to 
have foundered, in most cases, it is 
feared, with all on board. 
Scarcely a town on the coost lias es­ 
caped without more or les? injury, fall­ 
ing wails and flying debris adding to 
the kiss of life. 
Then nave been rocket aud lifeboat 
resee - s without number. 
Stories of 
thrilling escapes come from all points. 
On the Norfolk coast, between Barton 
and Happisburg five vessels as yet un­ 
identified, went down aud the crews of 
all perished. 
llfxllt-* Washed Ashore. 
A number of bodies have been w ashed 
ashore near Yarmouth. The brig Rugby 
was wrecked off Hornsby, 
The coast 
guard service made desperate efforts to 
save the crew and succeeded in getting 
a hue on board.

A large steam collier dashed upon 
Flarnborough head. floated off and then 
foundered with all on I lard.

Similar disasters occurred at Holy­ 
head, where a 
number of valuable 
yachts were sunk at their moorings.

“ As a matter of fact the new plan is a 
complete realisation of the policy and 
platforms of tho autonomist party dur­ 
ing the last 20 years. 
The old plan of 
autonomy gave to Caba an advisory 
body. 
It did not have final authority in 
making laws, but merely advised os to 
those laws. 
Now, however, the new 
law proposes to give Caba a parliament­ 
ary body of full lawmaking power 
This legislative power is as great as 
that enjoyed by Canada. 
This la readily 
demonstrated by comparing the plan of 
the law with that of the British North 
American aer of 1*67 which establishes 
the present parliamentary system of 
Canada. 
According to the Canadian 
law, parliament consists of two bodies. 
The upper house is appointed by the 
(Town, each member holding a life 
tenure, with a qualification that no 
member is eligible unless he has an in­ 
come of $4,101. 
“ Instead of the crown appointing all 
of the upper house of Cuba, as rn Can­ 
ada. the Spanish crown la to appoint 
only Ona half the member*. 
The other 
half are h > bs elected by the pc ,ple of 
Cuba every five year*. There ie a $1,090 
property qualification for membership 
of the upper houae 
There i* a $.>,500 
property qualification fear members of 
the lower hou-a in Canada and also a 
qualification as to those who may vote 
for such members.

plan for Caba there is no property qual­ 
ification a* to the electors. 
lr is one 
man. erne vote. the same be he black or 
white. 
“The insular parliament will form its 
own tariff, firing both import and ex­ 
port duties. 
The home government, to­ 
gether with the insular government, 
will make a schedule of such peninsular 
and insular products as by common 
agreement shall enjoy a preferential 
duty over similar foreign 
products, 
which in no ca*' shall exceed 35 per 
cent. 
In cam of disagreement in the 
preparation of said schedule toe point in 
dispute shall be submitted to a commit­ 
tee of member* of the certes, consisting 
of an equal number of peninsular* and 
Caban*. 
“It will Se observed that this give* to 
the Cuban parliament entire control of 
the tariff, with the condition that there 
shall be preferential duties for 8 pain,

A steamer uot yet id« ii rifled wa* 
wrecked on Bniiington sands with her 
entire company. 
The ship Rose of Devon, Captain 
Davis, went mi the rocks near Redruth, 
Cornwall aud her crew of 12 perished.

The Sheerness dockyard and Wool- 
rich arsenal were inundated.
